Here is Dr. Johnathan Summers (who 
looks and talks like Johnathan Winters) 
with his suggestions on ... 


Good evening, you are looking 
at a man who used to smoke 
three packs of cigarettes a 
day. Two years ago I had a 
simple operation—surgeons 
removed two of my lungs. I 
haven’t smoked a cigarette 
since. 

There are many ways to quit 
smoking. There’s the “cold 
turkey” method. Whenever 
you feel like a smoke, eat a 
cold turkey sandwich instead. 
There are other ways to 
alleviate the cigarette urge. 
You can do push-ups and 
sit-ups. I tried that; it 
didn’t help me cut down on 
cigarettes, but it got me in 
great shape. 
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Another method is to put a 
pencil in your mouth. I began 
lighting the pencils and now 
I'm hooked on Ticondiroga 
No. 2 pencils. I’ve become a 
human pencil sharpener. That 
lead will kill you faster than 
nicotine.

He goes to her room and she makes love to him.
